Cold Grips Eastern 


States, Dips Into

New York City Has Chil

Chicago, Jan. 31—(AP)—A se- 


vere cold wave gripped a wide 
section of the eastern half of the 
country today. The cold cut deeper 
into dwindling fuel supplies, cur- 
taling operations in more gas-de- 
pendent industries. 


Biting cold, extended from mid- 


" west area tcriiortiic-m J#-w Eng- 
land. Freezing rain and sleet and 
lower temperatures throughout the 
southeastern part of the country. 


Meanwhile, as communities in 


many sections of the country re- 
ported acute fuel shortages, the 
government ordered an IS1,-* per 
cent reduction in fuel oil and gaso- 
line exports because of the "seri- 
ous shortage" at home.

workers, including 200,000 in the 
Detroit area, are idle due to shut- 
downs of industrial plants be- 
cause of curtailment of gas.

Pennsylvania 10,000 miners were 
left without work when river ice 
prevented barge deliveries.

Spring Meat Shortage Is Called 


'Mirage by American Institute 


Washington, 
Jan. 31—(AP) 


The American Meat Institute de- 
clared today fears of a serious 
meat shortage are unfounded. 


R- J- Eggert, associate director 


of the Institute's marketing de- 
partment, told a senate banking 
subcommittee: 


"The supply of meat per person 


next spring and summer will be 
about one-half an ounce less than 
last year, but the.rc will be more 
meat .per person during this per- 
iod than before the war". 


The agriculture department has 


forecast that a severe shortage 
will develop in the spring and grow 
worse during the summer. 


The subcommittee is considering 


a bill by Senator Flander (R-Vt) 
which would let the government 
gel ready for meat rationing. It 
would be up to congres. to decide 
whether to put the program into 
effect later. 
, 


"Meat rationing will not work, 


but would only create black mar- 
kets and discourage production 
so that the supply of meat into 
1919 would be even shorter", Eg- 
gert said in his prepared state- 
ment. 


As an alternative, he suggested 


that consumers "be more moderate 
in their demands and exercise re- 
straints". He added: 


"If all of us do this, there will 


be enough meat at prices most 
people consider reasonable". 


The Flanders 
bill appears 
to 


have little chance in congie.^s. 
Senator Capehart (R-Ind) told re- 
porters he has decided to vote 
against it in the subcommittee. 


That makes two of five mem- 


bers publicly against it. two for 
it. The fifth, without saying how 
he will vote, has commented that 
rationing1 of meat alone would b« 
"utterly futile".

Wasted Body of Martyred 


Mahatma Consumed in 


Traditional Fire 


New Delhi, India, Jan. 
31— 


(AP)—Mohandas K. 
Gandhi's 


youngest son touched off the fun- 
eral pyre that consumed the wast- 
ed body of the martyred Mahatma 
today in the Hindu tradition. 


Tens of thousands of Indians, 


sobbing and shouting the Mahat- 
ma's name, surged forward as De- 
vadas Gandhi, heavy with grief, 
placed live foals on the pyre just 
above his father's heart and set 
ablaze the lower portion of the 
pile of sandalwood logs 


A 
tremendous sobbing 
chant 


surged from the crowd—a Hindu 
hymn for India's prophet of peace, 
who was struck down last mght 
by an assasMii's bullet as he went 
to a prayer meeting1. In a mighty 
roaring unison, the crowd chanted 
the prayers of the last rites, as 
police struggled to restrain the 
grieving people. 


Devadas Gandhi's face was tau

Smoke spiraled heavenward. 


The Mahatma's ashes are tc 


remain at the pyre, on the banks 
of the river Jumna, for a day anc 
a half.

less to the enemy. 


The envelop was addressed to 


the right army department, hi.-t 
to the sister's street number and 
city, the officials said.

ber. They turned the packet over 
to the Army. 


The officials said the papers left 


England in an official envelope of 
a type forbidden for personal use.

With the great Gandhi dead at 


the hand of an assassin, observ- 
ers are anxiously seeking the sig- 
nificance of this shocking event 
not only to the Indian peninsula's 
four hundred millions but to the 
world at large—for what affects 
that vast sub-continent in a ma- 
jor way. must also affect other 
nations. 


I was in Atlanta, Ga., when the 


shocking news of the Mahatma's 
death broke, and for hours news- 
boys maintained an endless chant 
in the streets: "Gandhi Assassi- 
nated! 
Gandhi 
Assassinated!" 


There we had a measure of the 
disaster. Gandhi was dead m Del- 
hi, and halt a world away At- 
lanta was deeply stirred. So were 
the cities of other lands through- 
out the two hemispheres. 


Our first thought, of course, is 


that the Mahatma's murder has 
created a terrible threat to the 
already 
troubled 
peace of his 


country, for it comes at a mo- 
ment when politico-religious feel- 
ings are running high. It could 
cause a mighty explosion and pre- 
cpitate the most terrible fatri- 
cidal conflict of history. 


The fact that it was one ol 


Gandhi's own people—a Hindu— 
who slew him may serve to keep 
passions in hand—but unhappily 
that doesn't necessarily follow, as 
witness the killing which already 
has taken place in Bombay. 


Bitterness Is Strong 


Bitterness is strong between the 


Hindus and Moslems in many 
areas, and each side is quick to 
charge misfortunes against 
the 


others. 
So while hoping for the 


best, we mustn't dismiss the pos- 
sibilities of more bloodshed. 


The London Daly Express com- 


ments: "Now truly India stands 
on the brink of fearful perils." 
And the London Daily Mail says: 
"Deprived of their pilot, the In- 
dian government now are faced 
with a crisis which excels by far 
anything that they have yet had 
to cope with in their short but 
lurid history." 


Still the fact that Gandhi died, 


as he would have wished to die, 
while at prayer, 
will have 
a 


strong1 influence on his followers, 
and apropos of this thought Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Attlee says: 


"I am certain his spirt will con- 


tinue to animate his fellow coun- 
trymen and will plead for peace 
and concord". 


That would seem to be a fair 


appraisal. 
Our chief concern is 


whether the grief of his people 
may overwhelm them in its first 
fierce rush and cause them to vio- 
late the peace to which he devoted 
his lite.

knowledge and care could reduce 
deaths from the many illnesses 
which stem from conditions af- 
fecting the heart. 


Acting like a pump, the heart 


circulates the blood through the 
body. 
The heart itself is com- 


posed of a mass of muscles form- 
ing four chambers which receive 
the blood brought to it from all 
paits of the body through die 
veins. This blood is first pumped 
to the lungs, where it receives 
fresh oxygen, and goes back to 
the heart, from which it is again 
passed out to every part of the 
body through the arteries. 
After 


it has distributed its oxygen and 
other essential substances to the 
individual organs, it is collected 
into tiny vessels called capillaries, 
which feed it into the veins and 
thus back , to the heart. The es- 
sentials of the circulation of the 
blood were discovered in 1615 by 
William 
Harvey, 
an 
English 


physician. 


In the heart there is a series of 


chambers to let the blood in and 
out, a procedure 
systematically 


controlled by a series of valves. 
The four chambers of the heart 
are the right and left ventricles 
and the right and left auricles. 
The veins pour the blood into the 
right side of the heart, from which 
the ventricle pumps It out to the 
lungg through 
the 
pulmonary 


artery. It 
returns 
oxygenated 


from the lungs to the left side of 
the heart, from which the left 
ventricle pumps it into the aorta 
or main artery, which distributes 
it through the arterial system 
throughout the body. 
There are 


thus four elements in heart action, 
the correct timing of which is con- 
trolled by a nerve "switchboard." 
Any trouble with the nerve con- 
trol or any of the four chambers 
or with the valves which keep the 
flow going in the proper direction 
can thus be 
disease.

of heart disease are rheumatic 
fever, which may damage the 
valve system; high blood pressure, 
which may overload

blood to the heart muscle itself; 
syphilis, which especially affects 
the first part of the great artery. 


ndocarditis, due to inflammation 
of the inner lining membrane and 
>'alves of the heart by a 
germ, 


streptococcus viridans, and con- 
genital defects, 
meaning those 


existing at 
birth. Other condi- 


tions may damage the pericardium 
or outer covering of the heart. 


Thus certain diseases may cause 


damage, slight or great, to the 
heart. Among specific heart con- 
ditions are angina pectoris, a pain 
in the chest which sometimes ex- 
tends down the arm, and caused 
by interference with the blood 
supply to the heart muscle; coro- 
nary 
thrombosis 
or occlusion, 


caused by a clot of blood forming 
in a hardened artery to block off 
the flow of blood to 
the 
heart 


muscle; myocarditis, or inflam- 
mation of the muscular walls of 
the heart, and 
chronic valvular 


disease of the heart. Various con- 
ditions can be responsible for so- 
called heart murmurs, or irregular 
heart beat, interruption 
of 
the 


blood to and from the heart. 


Thus there are many specific- 


types of heart disease, each of 
which is influenced by different 
factors.

CHARLES A. FRENCH 


Charles A. French, 95, Holland, 


Mh,-h., 
newspaper publisher and 


long a prominent member of the 
Inland Daily 
Press 
association, 


died recently in Michigan, ending a 
long and 
illustrious 
newspaper 


career. 


He was known 
among- news- 


paper men as an 
idealist who 


strongly held that no amount of 
idealism or multiplicity of good 
intentions can be a substitute for 
economic independence of a news- 
paper. He knew that a newspaper 
is a public trust. 


He understood that newspaper 


work is a profession, with a code 
of ethics as strict as that of med- 
icine or law or the ministry, and 
that the code dictates that a true 
newspaper man has no right to 
show favoritism in the news. 


Believing in the economic inde- 


pendence of newspapers, he long- 
held that it is the duty of a paper 
to make money, contending that 
an impoverished newspaper would 
fall prey to selfish interests that 
would exploit it for their own pur- 
poses.

That was truly Herculean, for it 
included these achievements: 


1. His great social labors among 


his people in South Africa—a work 
so notable that it evoked tribute 
from none other 
than 
Tolstoy 


himself. 


2. The foremost part in the 


winning of independence for India. 


3. The moral and spiritual re- 


habilitation of untold millions of 
Indians. 


4. Living what he taught (and 


he told rn.e that the greatest in- 
spiration of his life came from 
Christ's Sermon on the Mount). 
He did much to better the condi- 
tion of the world's most tragic 
people — India's 60,000,000 un- 
touchables. These are folk so lowly 
that their plight in many ways is 
worse than that of the gaunt na- 
tive dogs from which they take the 
name of Pariah—worse because 
they live longer and suffer mental 
tortures 


And so perhaps, hard though it 


is to say, the Mahatma's martry- 
dom may be the greatest final 
contribution which he could make 
to the world, for it will immortal- 
ize his deeds and teachings.
